Functions 


2. The function of the Samiti will be to render 
advice for the implementation of the policies laid down 
by the Kendriya Hindi Samiti and Department of 
Official Language regarding the use of Hindi for official 
purposes in the Ministry of Planning. 

Tenure 

3. The tenure of the Samiti will be normally three 
years from the date of its constitution subject to the 
following: 

(a) a member of the Samiti who is a Member of 
Parliament will cease to be a member of the 
Samiti as soon as he ceases to be a 'Member 
ofParliamenf.
